Dear Dr. Dobkin: 


Re: Erosion -- Sherway Drive, 
Etobicoke Creek Watershed 


I regret the delay in replying to your letter of July 9th 
concerning erosion control in the vicinity of Sherway Drive. 
I have been away for some holidays and, in the interim, asked 
the staff of our Water Resource Division to investigate the 
matter of corrective works which you raised in your letter. 


The staff have visited the site and indicate that the area 
should be rated high among those erosion problems on the 
Mississauga side of the Etobicoke Creek. As you are probably 
aware, there is no existing programme that could deal with 
erosion control and bank stabilization within the City of 
Mississauga, and there is no funding available for such work 
this year. We are now in receipt of a communication from The 
Regional Municipality of Peel requesting that an erosion control 
project be established for this site and another one immediately 
east of Humberlea Road (Bolton). This request will be 
considered by the Authority's Executive Committee at the earliest 
opportunity. 


The Authority is undertaking a review of its Flood Control 
Plan with a view to funding the entire Plan, including erosion 
control, as one project. The Authority feels that this overall 
approach to valley management, with a comprehensive plan based 
on a priority system, is much preferable to a programme of 
individual remedial works spread across a watershed. 


Prior to the request of The Regional Municipality of Peel ! 
being considered by the Executive Committee, our staff will be 
meeting with officials of the City of Mississauga and of the 
Region of Peel in order to lay the groundwork for the develop- 
ment of a comprehensive erosion control programme for Peel Region.

In recent years a number of children 
have died as a result of falling from 
unprotected window and balcony openings in 
ied multi-storey buildings. Following an inquiry 
. into one recent death, the Chief Coroner of 
Ontario requested that a review be made of 
the powers available to municipal councils to 
require the installation of protective features 
on external openings in such buildings. As a 
result of this review I am advised that 
municipalities have two ways by which they can 
require that such features be installed, which 
are as follows: 
lL. The new Ontario Building Code makes 
provision for the installation of safety 
features on windows and other external 
openings in newly constructed apartment 
and multi-family buildings. Municipal- 
ities, therefore, have the power to 
ensure that protective devices be 
required in buildings erected in accord- 
ance with the new Ontario Building Code. 
2s These new provisions cannot, however, be 
applied retroactively to existing build- 
ings erected before the Code came into 
effect. For such buildings I am advised

Such a standard 
may be derived from the standard prescribed 
in the Ontario Building Code, or an 
alternative standard which the municipality 
deems to be appropriate. 


Since this is a subject of significant 
public concern, I would be obliged if you could 
bring to your Council's attention the powers 
described above which are available to a 
municipality in ensuring protection for children 
occupying suites in multi-storey buildings. 

Your Council may deem it appropriate to amend its 
Maintenance and Occupancy By-law to provide for 
the requirement of such safeguards.

Re: 1976 Fire Prevention Week (October 3 - 9) 


How many fires can your community afford this year? 


When you look at it that way, it is easy to see the terrible 
waste of lives and property created by PREVENTABLE fires in 
Ontario, because nine out of ten fires could have been pre- 
vented - and there were 23,913 fires in the Province last 
year, taking a total of 277 lives and $131,552,081 worth of 
property.

As with North-North Dixie, the Creditview Community 
was recently released for processing towards even- 
tual development for housing purposes and, con- 
sequently, delays in completing Highway 403 will 

be transferred to the start of developing this area. 
There is, however, a significant difference between 
the two communities. North-North Dixie has an 
approved secondary plan, Amendment 225, which 

necd not be affected by a change in the alignment 

of Wighway 403 (given the present range of alterna- 
tive alignments), whcreas Creditview does not have 

a secondary plan, and the location of llighway 403, 
since its present alignment is the northerly boundary 
of the area, will dictate to a large extent the 
design of the secondary plan. 


The situation with respect to Creditview is, 
therefore, more complicated than North-North 


“Dixie in that the design of its secondary plan 


is affected by the present uncertainty of the 
Highway 403 alignment. 


The foregoing illustrates two examples of the 

possible delays in producing housing in Mississauga 

which are implied by the call for a re-evaluation 

of the Highway 403 alignment. There could be , 
Similar implications for other areas, such as 

Mississauga Meadows, West Credit and the Core 


Area, which may result in the need for future 
reports.
